United States and relieve the needs 
of agriculture and other 
Industries 
generally. 
Gold Importers state that 
nearly all of tho 121.000.000 which has 
already reached here will soon find its' 
way to every quarter of the country. 
Nearly 112.000.000 has been 
shipped 
to the Interior during tho week. Gold 
has been shipped from here to Chi- 
cago In such large amounts that the 
issuance of circulating bank scrip in 
Chicago possibly may not be neces- 
sary. The greater part of the |12,000,- 
000, arriving on the steamer Lusltanla. 
and of the $28,000.000 still to come, 
will be immediately expressed to out- 
of-town banks. 


Never in the history of New York 
finance, 
according to gold importers, 
has there been so much money en- 
gaged abroad by out-of-town banks as 
at present. 


One of these large banks, with sev- 
eral thousand correspondents, has de- 
pleted Its reserve by about a quarter 
during the last few weeks to supply 
currency 
where 
It Is most 
needed, 
and 
has made 
large 
shipments 
to 
banks 
in 
San 
Antonio, 
Galveston, 
Memphis, Mobile, Atlanta and other 
southern points. 
The country banks 
have been allowed to draw out their 
balances to a point which affords In 
many cases hardly enough to meet the 
drafts sold in the ordinary course of 
business. 
They have brought 
paper 
for re-discount to their New York cor- 
respondents 
In large 
amounts, 
and 
the prlnclifal 
difficulty of the New 
York banks has come from the de- 
mand 
for 
currency to be 
shipped 
against the balance created by these 
re-dlscounts. As the re-dlscounts have 
beem In the nature of an accommoda- 
tion and have not brought a cent of 
currency to the 
discounting 
banks, 
they do not feel that they should be 
called upon to supply currency In large 
•mounts under existing conditions. 


The fact that practically 160.000.000 
In currency disappeared from the New 
York banks within a week, as Indi- 
cated by the last bank statement, is 
considered sufficient evidence that the 
New York banks are doing their best 
to meet 
the 
great 
demands 
upon 
them. 
The total drain of last week 
is computed upon the basis of an act- 
ual loss in cash of about |30.000.000, 
In face of the fact that 130,000.000 of 
public money had been poured Into the 
New York banks. 
It is not possible 
to determine what proportion of this 
$60.000.000 went west and what pro 
portion went into hoards in New York.

IHXFPKD TO INTERIOR 


New York, Nor. 9.—The stream of 
Europe's gold pouring into New York 
has not been halted here to meet local 
demands, but is being allowed to flow 
through the financial arteries of the 
United States and relieve the needs 
of agriculture and other 
industries 
gonerally. 
Gold importers state that 
nearly all of the $21,000.000 which has 
already reached here will soon find its 
way to every quarter of the country. 
Nearly $12,000,000 has been shipped 
to the interior during the week. Gold 
has been shipped from here to Chi­ 
cago in such large amounts that the 
issuance of circulating bank scrip in 
Chicago possibly may not be neces­ 
sary. The greater part of the $12,000,- 
000, arriving on the steamer Lusitania, 
and of the $2S,000,000 still to come, 
will be immediately expressed to out- 
of-town banks. 


Never in the history of New York 
finance, according to gold importers, 
has there been so much money en­ 
gaged abroad by out-of-town banks as 
at present. 


One of these large banks, with sev­ 
eral thousand correspondents, has de­ 
pleted its reserve by about a quarter 
during the last few weeks to supply 
currency where it is most needed, 
and has made 
large shipments to 
banks 
in 
San 
Antonio, 
Galveston, 
Memphis, Mobile, Atlanta and other 
southern points. 
The country banks 
have been allowed to draw out their 
balances to a point which affords in 
many cases hardly enough to meet the 
drafts sold in the ordinary course of 
business. 
They have brought paper 
for re-discount to their New York cor­ 
respondents in large amounts, and 
the principal 
difficulty of the New 
York banks has come from the de­ 
mand 
for 
currency to be shipped 
against the balance created by these 
re-discounts. As the re-discounts have 
been in the nature of an accommoda­ 
tion and have not brought a cent of 
currency to the 
discounting banks, 
they do not feel that they should be 
called upon to supply currency in large 
amounts under existing conditions. 


The fact that practically $60,000,000 
In currency disappeared from the New 
York banks within a week, as indi­ 
cated by the last bank statement, is 
considered sufficient evidence that the 
New York banks are doing their best 
to meet the great demands 
upon 
them. 
The total drain of last week 
is computed upon the basis of an act­ 
ual loss in cash of about $30,000,000, 
in face of the fact that $30,000,000 of 
public money had been poured into the 
New York banks. 
It is not possible 
to determine what proportion of this 
$60,000,000 went west and what pro­ 
portion went into hoards in New York.

In the ordinary attainments of hu- 


' man beings, however unenlightened, 


the Andamanese are amazingly defi- 


i cient. 
During all the ages of their j 


j intercourse by word of mouth they 


j have not developed a medium worthy 
of the name of language. Before the j 
arrival of the British the tribes, ex- 
cept actual neighbors, had no inter- 
course. 
Even clans of the same 


tribe found difficulty in the details of 
dialogue with one another. There is 
a change of jargon along about every 
twenty miles of the coast. They have 
no words for ordinary greetings, salu- 
tations or expression of thanks. 


Such language as they have, how- 


ever, is exceeding!}- interesting from 
the philological point of view. 
It 


possesses a quality which would be 
invaluable were the Andamanese a 
business people. In their speech only 
what is absolutely necessary is usual- 
lj- expressed. These mites of human- 
ity could do just as well probably 
without any words at all. They have 
an expressive sign language, which 
they employ almost as much as the 
spoken words. Their speech is jerky, 
disjointed and helped out often by a 
grimace, a gesture or a sudden 
change in tone. 


The Adamanese knows scarcely 


an5~thing and has no desire to in- 
crease his stock of knowledge. 
He 


has never learned any sort of agri- 
culture. 
Until the English taught 


him to keep dogs he did not know- 
how to domesticate any animal or 
bird. 
He cannot count, even with 


his fingers, and doesn't see the need 
of counting-. All his ideas are hazy 
and inaccurate. 


On one point, however, he is level- 


headed. He belongs to a race of bad 
fighters, knows it, and will never at- 
tack unless certain of success. 


The 
Andamanese 
are 
nomads. 


They have their customary places for 
encampments, and dwell there by 
turns year after year. Close to every 
hut is a small platform built of palrn- 
wood, standing about eighteen inches 
from the ground. 
This is a storage 


place for the surplus food that they 
gather when nature for some reason 
falls to lay it in their hands. 
Have Xevcr Learned to Kindle a Fire. 


Under this platform at least one 


fire is always kept burning. 
Good 


care is taken that the platform shall 
be a protection for the fire against 
rain and not fuel for the fame. 


This preservation of fire Is the only 


thing about \\ hich the Asdamanese 
evince any particular interest or 
care. 
And the reason Is a simple 


one. They do not know how to pro- 
duce fire. One of tne greatest mis- 
fortunes that can befall a camp is 
the going out of a fire. It may be 
weeks before the clan can get a new 
blaze for their cooking.

ARTILLERY FIRE AT BAULOOXS. 


These Xew Engines of War Brought 


Down at Long Range by Bel- 


gian Gunners. 


While Germany, France and the 


United States 
are making great 


efforts to perfect a war balloon that 
will be of real use in a campaign, the 
artillery is trying to solve the prob- 
lem of combating this new war en- 
gine. 
Some interesting experiments 


of this nature have recently been 
made. 
In Austria valuable and instruc- 


tive tests, with good results, were 
made with 4.7 inch guns against an- 
chored balloons; and in Germany at 
Danzig similar experiments were 
made with 4 inch guns. 
The details 


of the results have not been made 
public. 


In Belgium, on the other band, 


where extensive firing tests were con- j 
ducted against anchored balloons, the 
data are available. The trials took 
place at the proving grounds at Bras- 
haet, •nith both field and siege guns, 
and are stiil going on. 


The firing Is done with shrapnel 


only. 
Old balloons of the Balloon j 


Company are .being used as ^rgets. 
Their diameter is about thirty-three 
feet, and they are sent up to a height 
of about 1300 to 1G50 feet. 


In. the firing with two 5.9 inch ho- 


witzers the balloon was about 5500 
yards from the guns and at an eleva- 
tion of about 1150 feet. 
The open- 


ing range was 5500 yards and the 
firing was done with the aid of obser- 
vation stations, located on one side of 
the vertical plane of fire, each of 
these stations bei" g provided with an 
azimuth Instrument (a graduated 
horizontal circular plate with sights 
for obtaining the position of the point 
of burst of the shrapnel in space with j 
reference to the target.) 


At the third salvo, fired at 5000 


yards, the range was found to be too 
great, and at the fourth salvo, fired 
at 4600 yards, it was found too 
short; consequently the fifth salvo 
was fired at 4SOO yards. The bal- 
loon was struck forty-six times, two 
shots effecting very serious damage. 


In firing with four cast Iron 4 inch 


guns, model 1SS9. the range of the 
first battery salvo was 32SO yards. 
Three platoon salvos were then fired 
in rapid succession at 3280, 3170 and 
32SO yards elevation, 
respectively. 


At the second salvo, at 3170 yards, 
the balloon was struck, and at the 
third it began to sink. During Its 
fall two more battery salvos were 
fired, one platoon firing at 3280 
yards, the other at 3170 yards; 
finally, two single shots at 32SO yards 
were fired. 


The result showed that the bal- 


loon had been hit 149 times, five hits 
being found in the balloon body, two 
in the gondola, and three had cut the 
anchoring ropes. 


During the present season the ex- 


periments at Brashaet are lo be con- 
tined against anchored balloons with 
4 inch guns, model 1SS9, at ranges 
from 52SO to 6560 yards. 


At the same time special observa- 


tions are to be made of the firing 
from balloons. 
Artillery officers are 


to mount in kite and spherical bal- 
loons, conducted by military dirigible 
balloons, and

Earth's oddest and oldest race of 
men has been brought prominently 
Into notice again th."ough the wide- 
spread interest aroused by sending a 
batch of Indian political agitators to 
tho penal settlement on the Andaman 
Islands, 
that beautiful 
coral-bound 
archipelago In tho Bay of 
Bengal, 
writes a special correspondent of tho 
New York World from Calcutta, This 
remnant of the most primitive human 
species in existence will soon be noth- 
ing 
but 
an 
ethnological 
memory. 
Contact with advanced 
civilization 
has bppn followed, as usual, with a 
train of 
Infectious diseases 
which 
are steadily thinning the ranks. 


Owing to the ancient course of 
trade, tho Andamanese 
have 
been 
known about from the earliest times. 
Ptolemy's Agathan Daimonos Nesos 
probably 
preserves 
the 
misunder- 
standing of some term 
applied 
by 
sailors to a place in or near the mod- 
ern Andamans. 
Notices of them by 
travelers, Asiatic and European, are 
continuous from the seventh century, 
and the islands regularly appear in 
some shape on maps of those regions 
from tho middle ages down. 


No Tailors or Milliners Required. 
The Adamanese live in a Hesper- 
idian 
garden where they toil 
not, 
neither do they spin. 
For the product 
of the spinner they have no use, as 
the men go stark naked 
and 
the 
women wear one or more leaves in 
front and 
a bunch of leasees tied 
round the waist behind. 


The average height of the men is 
fifty-five 
inches; that of the women 
fifty-four 
Inches. 


They appear to dwell free from 
care In a country that is everywhere 
beautiful and varied. 


In the ordinary attainments of hu- 
man beings, however unenlightened, 
the Andamanese are amazingly defi- 
cient. 
During all the ages of their 
intercourse by word of mouth they 
have not developed a medium worthy 
of the name of languag.e. 
Before the 
arrival of the British the tribes, ex- 
cept actual neighbors, had no inter- 
course. 
Even 
clans of the 
same 
tribe found difllculty in the details of 
dialogue with one another. 
There is 
a change of jargon along about every 
twenty miles of the coast. 
They have 
no words for ordinary greetings, salu- 
tations or expression of thanks. 


Such language as they have, how- 
ever, is exceedingly interesting from 
the philological point of view. 
It 
possesses a quality which would be 
Invaluable were the Andamanese a 
business people. 
In their speech only 
what is absolutely necessary Is usual- 
ly expressed. 
These mites of human- 
ity could do just as well probably 
without any words at all. 
They have 
an expressive sign language, which 
they employ almost as much as the 
spoken words. 
Their speech Is jerky, 
disjointed and helped out often by a 
grimace, 
a 
gesture 
or 
a 
sudden 
change in tone. 


The 
Adamanese 
knows 
scarcely 
anything and has no desire to in- 
crease his stock of knowledge. 
He 
has never learned any sort of agri- 
culture. 
Until the English 
taught 
him to keep dogs he did not know 
how to domesticate any animal or 
bird. 
He cannot count, even with 
his fingers, and doesn't see the need 
of counting. 
AH his ideas <are hazy 
and inaccurate. 


On one point, however, he Is level- 
headed. 
He belongs to a race of bad 
fighters, 
knows it, and will never at- 
tack unless certain of success. 


The 
Andamanese 
are 
nomads. 
They have their customary places for 
encampments, 
and 
dwell 
there 
by 
turns year after year. 
Close to every 
hut is a small platform built of palm- 
wood, standing about eighteen Inches 
from the ground. 
This is a storage 
place for the surplus food that they 
gather when nature for some reason 
fails to lay It In their hands. 
Have Never Learned to Kindle a Pire. 


Under this platform at least one 
fire is always kept burning. 
Good 
care is taken that the platform shall 
be a protection for the fire against 
rain and not fuel for the flame. 


This preservation oi! fire is the only 
thing about which the Andamanese 
evince 
any 
particular 
interest 
or 
care. 
And the reason is a simple 
one. 
They do not know how to pro- 
duce 
fire. 
One of the greatest mis- 
fortunes that can befall a camp Is 
the going out of a 
fire. 
It may be 
weeks before the clan can get a new 
blaze for their cooking. 


I h e y carry their fire with them 
when they break camp, and this de-

These New Engines of War Brought 
Down at Long Range by Bel- 
gian Gunners. 
While Germany, France and 
the 
United 
States 
are 
making 
great 
efforts to perfect a war balloon that 
will be of real use In a campaign, the 
artillery is trying to solve the prob- 
lem of combating this new war en- 
gine. 
Some interesting experiments 
of this nature have recently 
been 


made. 
, , 
, 


In Austria valuable and 
instruc- 
tive tests, with good results, were 
made with 4.7 inch guns against an- 
chored balloons; and in Germany at 
Danzig 
similar 
experiments 
were 
made with 4 inch guns. 
The details 
of the results have not been made 
public. 


In Belgium, on the other 
hand, 
where extensive firing tests were con- 
ducted against anchored balloons, the 
data are available. 
The trials took 
place at the proving grounds at Bras- 
haet, with both field and siege guns, 
and are still gomg on. 


The firing is done with shrapnel 
only. 
Old balloons of the Balloon 
Company are .being used as targets. 
Their diameter Is about thirty-three 
feet, and they are sent up to a height 
of about 1300 to 1G50 feet. 


In the firing with two 5.9 inch ho- 
witzers the balloon was about 5500 
yards from the guns and at an eleva- 
tion of about 1150 feet. 
The open- 
ing range was 5500 yards and the 
firing was done with the aid of obser- 
vation stations, located on one side of 
the vertical plane of 
fire, 
each of 
these stations bel: g provided with an 
azimuth 
Instrument 
(a 
graduated 
horizontal circular plate with sights 
for obtaining the position of the point 
of burst of the shrapnel in space with 
reference to the target.) 


At the third salvo, fired at 5000 
yards, the range was found to be too 
great, and at the Zourth salvo, fired 
at 
4600 yards, it was 
found 
too 
short; 
consequently the 
fifth 
salvo 
was fired at 4800 yards. 
The bal- 
loon was struck forty-six times, two 
shots effecting very serious damage. 


In firing with four cast iron 4 inch 
guns, model 1889, the range of the 
first battery salvo was 3280 yards. 
Three platoon salvos were then fired 
in rapid succession at 3280, 3170 and 
3280 
yards 
elevation, 
respectively. 
At the second salvo, at 3170 yards, 
the balloon was struck, and at the 
third it began to sink. 
During its 
fall two more battery salvos were 
fired, 
one platoon 
firing 
at 
3280 
yards, 
the 
other 
at 
3170 
yards; 
finally, two single shots at 3280 yards 
were fired. 


The result showed that the bal- 
loon had been hit 149 times, five hits 
being found in the balloon body, two 
in the gondola, and three had cut the 
anchoring ropes. 


During the present season the ex- 
periments at Brashaet are ' o be con- 
tined against anchored balloons with 
4 inch gunb, model 1889, at ranges 
from 5280 to 6560 yards. 


At the same time special observa- 
tions are to be made of the 
firing 
from balloons. 
Artillery officers are 
to mount In kite and spherical bal- 
loons, conducted by military dirigible 
balloons, 
and 
follow 
from 
these 
points of observation the firing tests 
against various targets in the 
field. 
The results of tho observations are 
to be reported by means of a tele- 
phone on the ladder to the officer 
directing the firing tests. 


In spite of the fact that the bal- 
loon at Santiago gave little satisfac- 
tion to the troops on the. firing line 
(who felt that it merely 
Indicated 
their position to the enemy), the mil- 
itary world is engaged in studying 
the subject with ever Increasing en- 
ergy, and as cover is

THEY DON*T EVEN KNOW 


ENOUGH TO MAKE A FIRIS 


Earth's oddest and oldest race of 
men has been brought prominently 
into notice again through the wide­ 
spread interest aroused by sending a 
batch of Indian political agitators to 
the penal settlement on the Andaman 
Islands, that beautiful coral-bound 
archipelago in the Bay of Bongal, 
writes a special correspondent of the 
New York World from Calcutta, This 
remnant of the most primitive human 
species in existence will soon be noth­ 
ing but an ethnological 
memory. 
Contact with advanced civilization 
has boon followed, as usual, with a 
train of infectious diseases which 
are steadily thinning the ranks. 


Owing to the ancient course of 
trade, the Andamanese 
have been 
known about from the earliest times. 
Ptolemy’s Agathan Daimonos Nesos 
probably 
preserves 
the 
misunder­ 
standing of some term applied by 
sailors to a place in or near the mod­ 
ern Andamans. 
Notices of them by 
travelers, Asiatic and European, are 
continuous from the seventh century, 
and the islands regularly appear in 
some shape on maps of those regions 
from tho middle ages down. 


No Tailors or Milliners Required. 
The Adamanese live in a Hesper- 
idian garden where they toil not, 
neither do they spin. For the product 
of the spinner they have no use, as 
the men go stark naked 
and 
the 
women wear one or more leaves in 
front and a bunch of leases tied 
round the waist behind. 


The average height of the men is 
fifty-five inches; that of the women 
fifty-four inches. 


They appear to dwell free from 
care in a country that is everywhere 
beautiful and varied. 


In the ordinary attainments of hu­ 
man beings, however unenlightened, 
the Andamanese are amazingly defi­ 
cient. 
During all the ages of their 
intercourse by word of mouth they 
have not developed a medium worthy 
of the name of language. 
Before the 
arrival of the British the tribes, ex­ 
cept actual neighbors, had no inter­ 
course. 
Even clans of the same 
tribe found difficulty in the details of 
dialogue with one another. 
There is 
a change of jargon along about every 
twenty miles of the coast. They have 
no words for ordinary greetings, salu­ 
tations or expression of thanks. 


Such language as they have, how­ 
ever, is exceedingly interesting from 
the philological point of view. 
It 
possesses a quality which would be 
invaluable were the Andamanese a 
business people. In their speech only 
what is absolutely necessary is usual­ 
ly expressed. 
These mites of human­ 
ity could do just as well probably 
without any words at all. 
They have 
an expressive sign language, which 
they employ almost as much as the 
spoken words. Their speech is jerky, 
disjointed and helped out often by a 
grimace, 
a 
gesture or 
a 
sudden 
change in tone. 


The Adamanese knows scarcely 
anything and has no desire to in­ 
crease his stock of knowledge. 
He 
has never learned any sort of agri­ 
culture. 
Until the English taught 
him to keep dogs he did not know 
how to domesticate any animal or 
bird. 
He cannot count, even with 
his fingers, and doesn’t see the need 
of counting. 
All his ideas are hazy 
and inaccurate. 


On one point, however, he is level­ 
headed. 
He belongs to a race of bad 
fighters, knows it, and will never at­ 
tack unless certain of success. 


The 
Andamanese 
are 
nomads. 
They have their customary places for 
encampments, and dwell there by 
turns year after year. 
Close to every 
hut is a small platform built of palm- 
wood, standing about eighteen inches 
from the ground. 
This is a storage 
place for the surplus food that they 
gather when nature for some reason 
fails to lay it in their hands. 
Have Never Learned to Kindle a Fire. 


Under this platform at least one 
fire is always kept burning. 
Good 
care is taken that the platform shall 
be a protection for the fire against 
rain and not fuel for the flame. 


This preservation ol‘ fire is the only 
thing about which the Andamanese 
evince any 
particular 
interest 
or 
care. 
And the reason is a single 
one. 
They do not know how to pro­ 
duce fire. 
One of the greatest mis­ 
fortunes that can befall a camp is 
the going out of a fire. 
It may be 
weeks before the clan can get a new 
blaze for their cooking. 


'ihey carry their fire with them 
when they break camp, and this de­ 
spite the fact 
that 
their 
journey 
sometimes is from one island to an­ 
other. 
They show amazing skill in 
carrying a smoldering log across deep 
water. 
Two or four of them will 
swim the distance, holding the log 
clear of the water, 
To arrive on the 
opposite shore with the precious blaze 
extinguished is a mishap so rare as 
to be handed down in tribal legend 
for generations. 


The religion is animistic and con­ 
sists of fear of the evil spirits of the 
woods, tho sea, disease and ancestors 
and of avoidance of acts traditionally 
displeasing to them.

ARTILLERY FIRE AT BALLOONS. 


These New Engines of War Brought 
Down at Long Range by Bel­ 
gian Gunners. 


While Germany, France and the 
United 
States 
are 
making 
great 
efforts to perfect a war balloon that 
will be of real use in a campaign, the 
artillery is trying to solve the prob­ 
lem of combating this new war en­ 
gine. 
Some interesting experiments 
of this nature have recently been 
made. 


In Austria valuable and instruc­ 
tive tests, with good results, were 
made with 4.7 inch guns against an­ 
chored balloons; aud in Germany at 
Danzig 
similar 
experiments 
were 
made with 4 inch guns. 
The details 
of the results have not been made 
public. 


In Belgium, on the other hand, 
where extensive firing tests were con­ 
ducted against anchored balloons, the 
data are available. 
The trials took 
place at the proving grounds at Bras- 
haet, with both field and siege guns, 
and are still going on. 


The firing is done with shrapnel 
only. 
Old balloons of the Balloon 
Company are .being used as targets. 
Their diameter is about thirty-three 
feet, and they are sent up to a height 
of about 1300 to 1G50 feet. 
% 


In the firing with two 5.9 inch ho­ 
witzers the balloon was about 5500 
yards from the guns and at an eleva­ 
tion of about 115 0 feet. 
The open­ 
ing range was 5500 yards and the 
firing was done with the aid of obser­ 
vation stations, located on one side of 
the vertical plane of fire, each of 
these stations bei: g provided with an 
azimuth 
instrument 
(a graduated 
horizontal circular plate with sights 
for obtaining the position of the point 
of burst of the shrapnel in space with 
reference to the target.) 


At the third salvo, fired at 5000 
yards, the range was found to be too 
great, and at the iourth salvo, fired 
at 4600 yards, it was found too 
short; consequently the fifth salvo 
was fired at 4800 yards. 
The bal­ 
loon was struck forty-six times, two 
shots effecting very serious damage. 


In firing with four cast iron 4 inch 
guns, model 1889, the range of the 
first battery salvo was 3280 yards. 
Three platoon salvos were then fired 
in rapid succession at 3280, 3170 and 
3280 yards elevation, respectively. 
At the second salvo, at 3170 yards, 
the balloon was struck, and at the 
third it began to sink. 
During its 
fall two more battery salvos were 
fired, one platoon firing at 3280 
yards, 
the other at 3170 
yard3; 
finally, two single shots at 3280 yards 
were fired. 


The result showed that the bal­ 
loon had been hit 149 times, five hits 
being found in the balloon body, two 
in the gondola, and three had cut the 
anchoring ropes. 


During the present season the ex­ 
periments at Brashaet are *0 be con- 
tined against anchored balloons with 
4 inch guns, model 1889, at ranges 
from 5280 to 6560 yards. 


At the same time special observa­ 
tions are to be made of the firing 
from balloons. 
Artillery officers are 
to mount in kite and spherical bal­ 
loons, conducted by military dirigible 
balloons, 
and 
follow 
from 
these 
points of observation the firing tests 
against various targets in the field. 
The results of the observations are 
to be reported by means of a tele­ 
phone on the ladder to the officer 
directing the firing tests. 


In spite of the fact that the bal­ 
loon at Santiago gave little satisfac­ 
tion to the troops on the firing line 
(who felt that it merely indicated 
their position to the enemy), the mil­ 
itary world is engaged in studying 
the subject with ever increasing en­ 
ergy, and as cover is increasingly 
utilized by troops the balloon (or 
some such method of observation) 
constantly gains in importance,

Plainly, electricity has a great deal 
to do with the mechanism of storms. 
For this and other reasons the stor­ 
age of it in the atmosphere interest» 
in high degree the expert meteorolo­ 
gist; and it is not surprising that 
the Weather Bureau should contem­ 
plate an exhaustive investigation of 
the subject. 
What—it would like to 
know, to begin with— is a lightning 
flash? 
Whence does it come, and 
how is it generated? Do storm clouds 
servo as gigantic storage batteries? 
And does the electricity have anything 
to do with the jnaking of rain? 


Nobody can answer any of these 
questions, 
It is believed that a light­ 
ning flash has an extremely high vol­ 
tage, with a low amperage; in other 
words, that it contains only a small 
amount of electricity at a very high 
pressure, 
But there is no certainty 
about it. 
The Weather Bureau man 
sends up a scientific box kite with 
the help af a windlass, from a hill­ 
top, using piano wire in place of a 
string. 
.Storm clouds come up, and 
elecUicity 
begins to 
descend

wire, throwing off formidable sparks.

The records of the U. S. patent 
office show that agriculture has been 
the most resourceful of all-occupa­ 
tions for the devising and invention 
of labor-saving machinery.

patent bureau of the Department of 
the Interior at Washington, to be 
convinced of this fact, for there may 
be seen thousands of models and de­ 
signs of machines devised to aid and 
facilitate the varied work of the far­ 
mer. 
The display also proves that 
the farmers of our nation are as 
brainy and ingenious as the men 
found in other callings. While many 
of the farm machinery patents are 
taken out by the men connected with 
agricultural implement makers, the 
majority of these patents are award­ 
ed to men whose ideas for saving la­ 
bor grew from their intimate experi­ 
ence and acquaintance with practical 
agriculture. 


The remarkable, yet rather melan­ 
choly fact that impresses one who 
visits the patent office, is that out 
of the thousands and thousands of 
patent devices, meant to serve human­ 
ity, only a very few are ever practical 
enough to come into general use.

150 pounds of rolled oats, and 100 
pounds of sugar were consumed. The 
average cost per man for that day'a 
food was a trifle over twelve cents. 
The average day's rations cost eleven 
cents per man. Many of the vegeta- 
bles used are grown in the prison gar- 
den, and last year eighty tons of cab- 
bage were raised. Some of this crop 
was made into sauerkraut, and seven- 
ty-five barrels were used at the pris- 
oners' table. About 375 bushels of 
peaches were 
gathered 
from the 


orchard and "put up" in the prison 
cannery, and the same amount of to- 
matoes was canned for table use. 
Food supplies, such as coffee, tea

Snake, Panowaski Tiger, Handy Bear, 
Amos Rabbit, Tiger Tom, John Run- 
about, 
Brown-Takes-the-Gun, 
Fred 
Charging Eagle, John Hogkiller and 
Willie Little Head. 
Many of them re- 
ceive letters from home, and one man 
has a regular correspondence with his 
sweetheart, who rejoices in the name 
of Lucy Standing Goose. 


The two Japanese, who speak little 
English, are engaged in the tailor 
shop. 
As far as possible everything 
needed in the prison is the handiwork 
of the inmates, and the shops in 
which 
these articles are 
manufac- 
tured 
are interesting in many 
re- 
spects. 
The men are usually proud 
of their work, and frequently ask the 
foreman whether he thinks them ca- 
pable of earning an honest living on 
the outside. 
In several instances re- 
leased prisoners have obtained work 
on the recommendation of the war- 
den, and it is not uncommon for dis- 
charged prisoners to ask for letters 
as to their ability as workmen. 


In one of the shops I was shown 
some remarkably 
well-jnade 
shoes. 
This place is busy, as the keeping of 
nearly a thousand men In footwear is 
no small item. 
In the next aisle a 
number of prisoners were 
making 
harness for the horses which 
were 
doing the haull;ig. 
The tailor shop, 
which is equipped with electric irons 
for pressing and electric sewing ma- 
chines, turns out all the clothing used 
by the prisonex's, as well as the neat 
uniforms worn by the oflacers. 
Old 
clothing and carpets are cup up and 
woven into rugs to be used in differ- 
ent parts of the building. 
All the 
brooms and scrubbing brushes, mops, 
etc., needed are the work of a few 
prisoners, and in this department a 
Blender 
young 
man 
wearing 
a 
'Hrusty" uniform silently handed out 
one brush after another for my in- 
spection, and as I had a word of 
praise for each article of his work- 
manship a faint smile lighted up the 
pale face, and a timid bow of thanks 
was his only response. 
In the tin 
shop thá men were turning out buck- 
ets, while in the carpenter shop they 
were repairing furniture. 


Outside the building others were 
grading, mixing cement, and making 
bricks for the new building. 
Colored 
prisoners were hauling stone froji« 


average cost per man for that day's 
food was a trifle over twelve cents. 
The average day's rations cost eleven 
cents per man. 
Many of the vegeta- 
bles used are grown In the prison gar- 
den, and last year eighty tons of cab- 
bage were raised. 
Some of this crop 
was made Into sauerkraut, and seven- 
ty-five barrels were used at the pris- 
oners' table. 
About 375 bushels of 
peaches were 
gathered 
from the 
orchard and "put up" in the prison 
cannery, and the same amount of to- 
matoes was canned for table 
use. 
Food supplies, such as coffee, tea, 
sugar, fiour, meats, 
etc., 
are 
pur- 
chased quarterly. 
This is done by 
samples, the name of the firm being 
unknown at the time the selection is 
made. 
A complete cold storage and 
ice plant is maintained in connection 
with the kitchen. 
Condensing pipes 
carry the vapor away, and the usual 
smells found in the culinary depart- 
ments of large institutions are en- 
tirely absent. The floors are scrubbed 
daily, and the dirty water swept into . 
an outlet which runs into the sewer. 


Church and Sunday-school services 
are held on each Sunday 
morning, 
and the afternoon Is generally spent 
in reading. 
There is a library of 
8000 volumes, and ten per cent, of 
the prisoners are reading scientific 
and technical books, thus 
showing 
that they are preparing themselves 
for some useful and lucrative 
em- 
ployment after their release. 
Books 
on electricity seem to be the 
most 
popular.. 
A printing office is main- 
tained, and here all the prison print- 
ing, including the reports upon the 
workings of the institution, is done. 


Some of the prisoners are good mu- 
sicians, and an orchestra has been 
organized, which frequently plays on 
Sunday in the little gallery during 
the dinner hour. 
Baseball and racing 
are recreations in which v/ell-behaved 
prisoners may indulge occasionally. 
The mere fact in being able to take 
part in games is an incentive for some 
of the prisoners to obey the rules. 
Several of the men are expert 
in 
wood-carving, and the large wooden 
eagle—the emblem of the 
Depart- 
ment of Justice, which is on exhibi- 
tion at the Jamestown Exposition— 
was carved by a prisoner at Leaven- 
worth. 
Another is an artist, and has 
decorated the safes throughout 
the 
building^ 
with 
beautiful 
marine 
vie-^s, and also lettered the doors of 
the 
different 
departments in gold. 


In 1901 there was a mutiny and 
a number of prisoners escaped after 
killing one guard and injuring sev- 
eral others. 
Nearly all of them were 
recaptured, and to avoid a repetition 
of this a fort-like watch-tower 
has 
been built, from which guns may be 
used in any direction without the men 
behind them being in danger. 
The 
gates are all carefully guarded, and 
every wagon passing through them, 
either empty or loaded, is thoroughly 
examined by the guards to see that 
no ijerson is concealed therein, 


TJjt? warden is Major R. W. Mc- 
Claughry, an officer who served with 
distinction 
during 
the Civil 
War. 
Shortly after its close he became in- 
terested In prison work, and 
since 
that time has served in the capacity 
of warden at several prisons. 
He was 
also Chief of Police of Chicago for 
over two years. 
His wardenship at 
Leavenworth 
has already 
extended 
over a period of eight years. 
He has 
traveled extensively through Europe, 
studying prison conditions, and 
in 
1895 went to England by special In- 
vitation to inspect English prisons. 
Although 
a 
strict 
disciplinarian. 
Major McClaughry has a kind and 
sympathetic 
nature, and is 
always 
ready to help a prisoner on the right 
road. 
He insists on punctuality, and 
is himself a hard worker. 
It was my 
pleasure to take luncheon at his de- 
lightful home on the prison groundjB, 
and the bright-faced young man who 
waited on us at the table was a 
"trusty" from the prison. 
Later jn 
the day another "trusty" hitched up 
the team and took tne warden's fam- 
ily for ^ drive around the country,— 
From Leslie's Weekly.

At the Federal prison at Leaven­ 
worth, Kan., 965 prisoners are en­ 
gaged in building around and over 
them the very prison in which they 
will be confined. 
This institution, 
when completed, will be the largest 
and best equipped Federal prison in 
the country. 
It was begun in 1S9S, 
and will probably not be finished for 
several years. 
It has a frontage of 
S00 feet, with a depth of 900 feet in 
the rear. 
The wall which surrounds 
the buildings and incloses sixteen and 
one-half acres will be thirty-one feet 
in height. 
The entire reservation in­ 
cludes 740 acres, 160 under cultiva­ 
tion, and an equal amount in pastur­ 
age, the rest being still covered with 
timber. The prisoners are white, col­ 
ored, Indian and Japanese. 
Twenty- 
four are military prisoners, while the 
others are offenders against the civil 
law. 
The majority of the Indians 
came from Indian Territory, and their 
crimes are the result of too much bad 
whisky. The Mexicans are being pun­ 
ished for smuggling— one of them, a 
j shoemaker, having 
sent 
in several 
hundred dollars’ worth of Mexican 
opals hidden in the linings of shoes. 
The two Japanese vere caught seal- 
poaching off St. George’s Island last 
year. 
One hundred and three are 
serving life sentences. 
One hundred 
and thirty-four are "trusties,” en­ 
titled to wear the blue uniform and 
white numbers and 
allowed 
more 
freedom in their movements in the 
prison. 
Gray is the regulation uni­ 
form of the Federal prisoner, and 
stripes are worn only by refractory 
men as a punishment for habitual dis­ 
obedience to the rules. 
No women 
are sent to Leavenworth. 


The prison Is like a model town, 
and in time the officers expect to 
make it self-supporting. 
Uncle Sam 
is economical, and as far as possible 
the prisoners are made t<f earn their 
food and clothing. 
In many of the 
State prisons the inmates are allowed 
to work overtime, for which they are 
paid, the money being held for them 
until the time of their release. * A 
Federal prisoner receives no pay for 
his work at any time, those in author­ 
ity thinking that the plan works un­ 
fairly, as some of the prisoners would 
be in a position to make more money 
than the others, and the Federal Gov­ 
ernment’s aim is to treat all men 
alike. 
When a ’man Is released he 
Is given transportation to the town 
from which he came, $5 in money, 
a new suit of clothes, hat and shoes. 
If he is released in winter an overcoat 
is added. 


The Indians are usually model pris­ 
oners and are excellent workmen. 
They have little to say, and In almost 
every Instance are obedient. The In­ 
dian has a sensitive nature, and as a 
result of it—or, rather, the inability 
to practice self-restraint under strong 
provocation— some Carlisle graduates 
have landed in this' prison. 
At the 
close of their school days they re­ 
turned to their tribes, and were shown 
little consideration by the older men. 
Education had equipped them for a 
new and more useful life and then 
failed to provide a proper place for 
its development. The grief and mor­ 
tification resulting from this condi­ 
tion soon led^to drink, and crime was 
the result. *A number of these In­ 
dians are engaged in dressing the 
stone which Is to ornament the front 
of the building. 
They are known by 
such names as Wash Beaver, Crazy 
Snake, Panowaski Tiger, Handy Bear, 
Amos Rabbit, Tiger Tom, John Run­ 
about, 
Brown-Takes-the-Gun, 
Fred 
Charging Eagle, John Hogkiller and 
Willie Little Head. Many of them re­ 
ceive letters from home, and one man 
has a regular correspondence with his 
sweetheart, who rejoices in the name 
of Lucy Standing Goose. 


The two Japanese, who speak little 
English, are engaged In the tailor 
shop. 
As far as possible everything 
needed in the prison is the handiwork 
of the Inmates, and the shops in 
which these articles are manufac­ 
tured are interesting in many re­ 
spects. 
The men are usually proud 
of their work, and frequently ask the 
foreman whether he thinks them ca­ 
pable of earning an honest living on 
the outside. 
In several instances re­ 
leased prisoners have obtained work 
on the recommendation of the war­ 
den, and it is not uncommon for dis­ 
charged prisoners to ask for letters 
as to their ability as workmen. 


In one of the shops I was shown 
some remarkably well-made shoes. 
This place is busy, as the keeping of 
nearly a thousand men Ln footwear is 
no small item. 
In the next aisle a 
number of prisoners were making 
harness for the horses which were 
doing the hauli/ig. 
The tailor shop, 
which is equipped with electric irons 
for pressing and electric sewing ma­ 
chines, turns out all the clothing used 
by the prisoners, as well as the neat 
uniforms worn by the officers. 
Old 
clothing and carpets are cup up and 
woven into rugs to be used in differ­ 
ent parts of the building. 
All the 
brooms and scrubbing brushes, mops, 
etc., needed are the work of a few 
prisoners, and in this department a 
slender 
young 
man 
wearing 
a 
“trusty" uniform silently handed out 
one brush after another for my in­ 
spection, and as I had a word of 
praise for each article of his work­ 
manship a faint smile lighted up the 
pale face, and a timid bow of thanks 
was his only response. 
In the tin 
shop th a men were turning out buck­ 
ets, while in the carpenter shop they 
were repairing furniture. 


Outside the building others were 
grading, mixing cement, and making 
bricks for the new building. 
Colored 
prisoners were hauling stone from 


the cars, as the building material 1» 
shipped 
from 
Arkansas. 
Guards 
were on every hand, but there was no 
rushing and no harsh words. 
The 
men worked steadily, and many of 
them were laughing as they worked* 
When I asked if plans for escape 
might not be hatched by their inti­ 
macy with each other, the guard said 
that if two men were found especially 
friendly they were separated, or if 
two men showed antipathy for each 
other they were kept apart. 


The laundry was like one attached 
to a big hotel, and here William Jan­ 
uary, whose case recently attracted 
so much attention and who was re­ 
leased on July 1/, was at work. The 
kitchen has a floor space of 7000 
square feet, and is equipped with an 
electric bread mixer and 
electric 
ovens. 
Among the men who help in 
this kitchen are thirty-two life prison­ 
ers. George C. Buchanan.is the stew­ 
ard, and his office between the pantry, 
bakery and kitchen proper is enclosed 
in glass. 
By this arrangement he 
may look into any of the departments 
at any time without leaving his desk. 
The menu, while not elaborate, is 
composed of substantial food, well 
cooked, and served in far better style 
than the meals in a cheap boarding 
house. 
The breakfast on the day of 
my visit consisted of oatmeal, butter, 
bread and coffee. 
At dinner roast 
pork, gravy, potatoes, rolls and water 
were served, while a supper of buna 
and coffee completed the day’s meals. 


Oh that day S00 pounds of pork, 
150 pounds of rolled oats, and 100 
pounds of sugar were consumed. The 
average cost per man for that day’s 
food was a trifle over twelve cents. 
The average day’s rations cost eleven 
cents per man. 
Many of the vegeta­ 
bles used are grown in the prison gar­ 
den, and last year eighty tons of cab­ 
bage were raised. 
Some of this crop 
was made into sauerkraut, and seven­ 
ty-five barrels w*ere used at the pris­ 
oners' table. 
About 375 bushels of 
peaches were 
gathered 
from the 
orchard and “put up” in the prison 
cannery, and the same amount of to­ 
matoes was canned for table use. 
Food supplies, such as coffee, tea, 
sugar, flour, meats, 
etc., 
are 
pur­ 
chased quarterly. 
This is done by 
samples, the name of the firm being 
unknown at the time the selection is 
made. 
A complete cold storage and 
ice plant is maintained in connection 
with the kitchen. 
Condensing pipes 
carry the vapor away, and the usual 
smells found in the culinary depart­ 
ments of large institutions are en­ 
tirely absent. The floors are scrubbed 
daily, and the dirty water swept into 
an outlet which runs into the sewer. 


Church and Sunday-school services 
are held on each Sunday morning, 
and the afternoon is generally spent 
In reading. 
There is a library of 
8000 volumes, and ten per cent, of 
the prisoners are reading scientific 
and technical books, thus showing 
that they are preparing themselves 
for some useful and lucrative em­ 
ployment after their release. 
Books 
on electricity seem to be the most 
popular.. 
A printing office is main­ 
tained, and here all the prison print­ 
ing, including the reports upon the 
workings of the institution, is done. 


Some of the prisoners are good mu­ 
sicians, and an orchestra has been 
organized, which frequently plays on 
Sunday in the little gallery during 
the dinner hour. Baseball and racing 
are recreations in which well-behaved 
prisoners may Indulge occasionally. 
The mere fact In being able to take 
part in games is an Incentive for some 
of the prisoners to obey the rules. 
Several of the men are expert In 
wood-carving, and the large wooden 
eagle— the emblem of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, which is on exhibi­ 
tion at the Jamestown Exposition—^ 
was carved by a prisoner at Leaven­ 
worth. 
Another is an artist, and has 
decorated the ‘safes throughout the 
buildings 
with 
beautiful 
marine 
views, and also lettered the doors of 
the 
different 
departments in gold. 


In 1901 there was a mutiny and 
a number of prisoners escaped after 
killing one guard and injuring sev­ 
eral others. Nearly all of them were 
recaptured, and to avoid a repetition 
of this a fort-like watch-tower has 
been built, from which guns may be 
used in any direction without the men 
behind them being in danger. 
The 
gates are all carefully guarded, and 
every wagon passing through them, 
either empty or loaded, is thoroughly 
examined by the guards to see that 
no pe/^un is concealed therein. 


T/i* vvarden is Major R. W. Mc- 
Claughry, an officer who served with 
distinction during 
the Civil War. 
Shortly after its close he became in­ 
terested in prison work, and since 
that time has served in the capacity 
of warden at several prisons. He was 
also Chief of Police of Chicago for 
over two years. 
His wardenship at* 
Leavenworth has already extended 
over a period of eight years. 
He has 
traveled extensively through Europe, 
studying prison conditions, and in 
1895 went to England by special in­ 
vitation to inspect English prisons. 
Although 
a 
strict 
disciplinarian, 
Major McCJaughry has a kind and 
sympathetic 
nature, and is 
always 
ready to help a prisoner on the right 
road. 
He insists on punctuality, and 
is himself a hard worker. It was my 
pleasure to take luncheon at his de­ 
lightful home on the prison grounds, 
and the bright-faced young man who 
waited on \is at the table was a 
“trusty” from the prison. 
Later in 
th*e day another “trusty” hitched up 
the team and took the warden’s fam­ 
ily for 9- drive around the country.— 
From Leslie’s Weekly.

face"; there's no answer to that pro- 
position. 
It's a clincher. 
Rembrandt

it. If some duke of his day had saun- 
tered up to Rembrandt's finest por- 
trait and said, "I don't think I quite 
like the face," Rembrandt would have 
wilted, and would probably have given 
up trying to be an *'old master."—

Department Store Theftt, 


Writing on the modern departmunt 
store in the 
Everybody's, 
Hartley 
Davis says: 


"Tho fixed chargps of a 
depart- 
ment store mußt -cover the loss of 
breaknr 
destruction, the 


failure of goods to sell, and theft. 
The cheaper stores suffer more seri- 
ously from thieving than the higher- 
priced ones, because their employees 
are less trustworthy. 
For years the 
proprietors estimated that their theft 
losses were due half to their dishon- 
est employees and half to outsiders, 
but not one of them would venture to 
estimate the total. 
There is a curi- 
ous standard of ethics among some 
of the employees. 
They do not re- 
gard taking articles for their own 
use as theft, whereas to take them 
for some one else, even a member of 
the family, is plain robbery. 
Al- 
most never are 
these 
guilty 
ones 
«prosecuted even If they are detected 
and the proof is conclusive. 
They 
are discharged, of course, and 
no- 
tices 
are piosted in the 
dressing- 
rooms, explaining the reason. 
But 
when an employee steals goods to 
sell and is caught, arrest follows. 


"Professional shoplifters have been 
largely eliminated, owing to syste- 
matic prosecution. 
By far the great- 
est number of thefts committed by 
outsiders are traced to women, us- 
ually reputable, who yield to a sud- 
den 
temptation. 
Incidentally, 
the 
newspapers never name a store in 
which a person is arrested for shop- 
lifting, for the simple reason 
that 
it would frighten away customers. A 
retail store on Broadway that did a 
large business was actually 
ruined 
by the publication of the details of 
several arrests within Its doors."

“The fixed chargps of a depart­ 
ment store muet *cover the loss of 
broaknp 
il destruction, the 


failure of goods to sell, and theft. 
The cheaper stores suffer more seri­ 
ously from thieving than the higher- 
priced ones, because their employees 
are less trustworthy. 
For years the 
proprietors estimated that their theft 
losses were due half to their dishon­ 
est employees and half to outsiders, 
but not one of them would venture to 
estimate the total. 
There is a curi­ 
ous standard of ethics among some 
of the employees. 
They do not re* 
gard taking articles for their own 
use as theft, whereas to take them 
for some one else, even a member ot 
the family, is plain robbery. 
Al­ 
most never are these guilty ones 
«prosecuted even if they are detected 
and the proof is conclusive. 
They 
are discharged, of course, and no* 
tices are posted in the 
dressing- 
rooms, explaining the reason.

Methods of Getting Rid of Unwelcome 
Callers— One Man Has No Chair for 
Visitors In His Office— Signals of 
Distress to Assistants. 


Getting rid of an unwelcome caller 
by sheer brusqueness is a method 
that has had some vogue. 
But busi* 
ness men have sometimes made seri­ 
ous mistakes in treating callers thus, 
and with the growing appreciation of 
the value of courtesy in business 
most men now err rather on the side 
of giving ear to too many rather 
than too few of their callers. 
How 
these may be dismissed without ol- 
fense when they have shown that 
their call is vain, or have stayed too 
long, is a problem that successful 
business men have worked out in vari­ 
ous ways. 
There is a large hard­ 
ware establishment in the 
Middle 
West with many busy departments, 
the heads of which are constantly re­ 
ceiving all sorts of callers. 
Their 
method is this: As h caller seats him­ 
self beside the executive’s desk, the 
executive pulls out the slide above 
the drawers on one side of the desk, 
Interposing 
what 
is 
practically 
a 
counter between himself and his visi­ 
tor. 
Upon this he places a hand or 
an elbow, and then leaning over he 
looks the caller straight 
the eye 
and says quickly, “What can I do 
¿or you?” 


The manner is that of a salesman 
in a store on a very busy day; the 
caller, impressed 
by 
the 
need of 
haste, instinctively says what he has 
to say in the briefest possible form. 
Whatever action the executive takes, 
he takes at once—jots down a mem­ 
orandum, calls on a stenographer to 
write a letter, or refers the matter 
to another department. 
Every word 
qnd every movement is decisive. Ac­ 
tion once taken, he says “Good-by” 
or shakes hands, according to the re­ 
lation of the caller to him or to the 
business,, and snapping the slide of 
the desk back into place, he turns 
to the work on his desk. About this 
action there is a finality that it were 
Idle to try to. overcome. 
The phy­ 
sical acts of pulling out that slide 
and pushing it back again act on a 
visitor like stokes of a bell to tell 
him just when his interview begins 
and ends. 
Going from department to 
department in that establishment re­ 
minds one of the old story of the 
objectionable salesman who was ex­ 
pedited down, several flights of stairs 
and arrived at the bottom admiring 
the “system.” 
One does admire the 
system. 
A caller leaves the building 
in much shorter time than he could 
have supposed possible, with a sense 
of satisfaction. 
“Here are people,” 
he says to himself, “who know how 
to do business”—and this even if hifs 
errand has been fruitless. 


There is a New York merchant who 
gets rid of his callers with similar 
brevity by having no chairs in his 
office but his own. 
The merchant 
sits; the visitor stands. When a cal­ 
ler arrives to whom this arrange­ 
ment would be a distinct discourtesy, 
the merchant rises as the visitor ap­ 
pears, and he too stands. 
The mer­ 
chant is a busy man, with much desk 
matter to attend to every day, and 
the condition of standing which he 
imposes on his callers saves his time 
by giving them a subconscious feel­ 
ing from the moment they enter that 
they are just about to depart. 
The 
disadvantage of this is that many 
men are offended at what seems an 
arrogant reception, even* though they 
transact business satisfactorily. 
An* 
other busy man who receives his cal­ 
lers with elaborate southern courtesy 
brings their talk to a close by rising 
when the call has lasted too long, 
reaching out to shake hands and then 
leading the caller gently to the door 
by the clasped hand and propelling 
him out with a few final words on the 
subject of the call and a pleasant 
farewell. 
This method is effective, 
and it leaves no sting, but it requires 
art to practice it, unless it happens 
to come naturally. 


Of the more mechanical devices, 
most consist of signals to office boys, 
assistants or secretaries to come in 
and interrupt on “very important bus­ 
iness.” 
These 
are employed 
even 
against 
important 
visitors 
or 
ac­ 
quaintances 
on 
friendly 
relations, 
who must not be offended even by a 
hint that their departure would be 
appreciated. The head of a large ex­ 
porting firm has an- engagingly in­ 
formal way of lighting a cigar, strol­ 
ling over to a window and standing 
there with legs apart and hands be­ 
hind his back, apparently to continue 
the conversation at his ease. But his 
secretary sits just outside a glass 
door, and this attitude of his employ­ 
er invariably brings him in with a 
huge handful of “important papers 
that must be attended to at once in 
order to catch a foreign mail.” This 
gives the desired opportunity to usher 
the caller out with expressions of 
regret. 
Another busy man has the 
button of an electric buzzer under 
his desk where he can unobtrusively 
ipress it with his foot. It is an emerg­ 
ency signal which calls in an as­ 
sistant, who apologizes for interrupt­ 
ing but is obliged to bring up an im­ 
portant matter for immediate settler 
ment, and lie stands discreetly wait* 
ing while the caller makes his hasty 
adieu. 
When the visitor is safely 
out he returns to liis desk. 
But he 
makes sure that the caller has realiy 
gone, for some bores have a wa> 
of returning suddenly to say a word 
they have forgotten, and unless tht* 
assistant is still there the story be 


f gins all over again. 
Other man ute 
other kinds of distress slrniils, but 
the principle is the same in all. 
Its 
disadvantage is that it is of courso 
dishonest, a form of deceit, and somo 
men refuse to use it. 


It is manner, after all, that gets the 
best results. If a business man gives 
callers the impression that he has an 
infinity of leisure, most callers will 
stay too long. 
If he try to be non­ 
committal and thus fend them off, 
most of them will at once begin to 
show that they have learned the bus­ 
iness lesson of persistence, and they 
will stay on and on, trying one tack 
after another. 
The system in use in 
he hardware establishment mention­ 
ed, where every executive tries court* 
eously over his desk ledge to get the 
meat of the matter as quickly as 
he can, then rapidly gives the caller 
with the utmost definiteness every­ 
thing he can give—even though it be 
a postponement or a refusal—and 
then conclusively ends the conversa­ 
tion, might be imitated elsewhere to 
advantage. It not only saves the time 
of the executive; it also saves the 
time 
of 
the 
caller.—The 
World’s 
Work.

duce the whole selling machinery to 
the smallest possible cost and to fix 
prices so that there will be no ac­ 
tual profit 011 the goods. 
That is to 
say, these stores try to sell goods at 
exactly the price at which they are 
billed to them, plus the cost of sel­ 
ling. 
For their profit they depend 
upon their discounts, the five, six, or 
seven per cent, allowed for cash pay­ 
ment. 
If they followed the custom 
that prevails 
in 
practically 
every 
other commercial activity of letting 
accounts run from ten to thirty daj;s, 
they would not make a profit at the 
prices at which they sell goods. 


The actual figures as to the volume 
of business of the big stores are 
rather closely guarded, and, except in 
one instance, those here presented are 
estimates. 
They are reasonably near 
the truth, however. 
Marshall Field 
& Company of Chicago, lead the de­ 
partment stores of the United States.
